CULTIVATION OF THE LAND. 


Is there anybody in the world who 
does not like to see the work of 
plowing in the fields going on. There 
are so many ways by which it can be 
viewed with pleasure, that it is not 
very wonderful that it should be pleas­ 


ing to the eye of all observers. 


Just at present the late rains have 


got the land very nearly throughout 
the whole State in a condition so 
that the soil can be turned to a good 
advantage. 


Previous to the rains, in such 
places as need required, the ground 


was spread with a dressing that en­ 
riched it. 
Now the plowing process 
mixes the productive matter 
thor­ 
oughly together, and it will only need 
the smallest kind of tickling with a 
hoe to produce a harvest. 


But to the interest that is absorb­ 


ing in the matter of the farmer's get 
ting the land in condition by plowing, 
one *ay notice at first the gathering 


of a number of teams, more or less 
as they may be called to do the 
work. One, two, four and sometimes 


six horses are attached to the plow 
and when all is ready and the word 


is 
given by the driver the horses 
throw themselves forward until every 
muscle 
appears like lines 
through 
the flesh, their nostrils become dis 
tended by the forcing of air through 
them with a strong pressure from the 
lungs, the holder of the plow places 
it at an angle which causes it to s'nk 
deep in the earth, and as the strain 
pulls it along a nice cut of earth is 
curved off and turned over, while a 
furrow is made to receive it the next 
time the plow passes either back­ 
ward or forward in a parallel line. 


It is the freshness of all the sur­ 
roundings which invigorate the look­ 
er on and an inward pleasure is ex­ 
perienced which can always be ob­ 
tained by contract with the fresh air 


of the country and animated life 
which excites by induction. 


Just now the suburbs of Berkeley 
are undergoing that stirring up pro­ 
cess. 
A dozen two-horse teams may 
be seen in one field. 
Standing upon 
an elevation east of the town one can 
take in a beautiful view of all these 
men and horses as they move over 
the ground and a small black streak 
which grows wider and wider can be 
seen as the work goes steadily on, 
until what was green becomes black, 
sooner or later to be changed back 
again from black to green as the 
germs of life in the grain peeps its 
head into the air and assumes the 
color most pleasant to the rotina of 
the eye. 


It is this cultivation of the land in 
the suburbs of Berkeley that eventu­ 
ally supplies the markets of the town 
with vegetables as well as cereal pro­ 
ductions fresh as the dew upon its 
several hills and as tender as the 
tear drops which fall from the face of 
the betrothed caused by pure and 
unadultered joy. 


Is this not a good and sufficient 
reason why the merchants of Berke­ 


ley should not be patronized when 


all the comforts of a home are fur­ 
nished at home better and [cheaper 
than you get the article elsewhere.
